Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. Claims 1-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 1-21 are being considered vague and indefinite in the use of the 
terminology "...characterized in that..." . The terminology "...characterized in that..." 
does not meet up to date U.S. Patent practice standards. Is the claim language open or 
closed? 

\_ Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
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invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

5. The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

6. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

7. Claims 1 ,3,6,8 and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Japanese Abstract 2003-246695 in view of Japanese Abstract 09-263493. 

JP. '695 teaches a method for producing highly doped silicon single crystal, 
comprising pulling the single crystal from a molten material which contains dopant and 
is held in a rotating crucible, growth fluctuations during the pulling of the single crystal 
are limited to an amount of -0.3 to 0.3 mm/min. 
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The difference being that JP '695 does not teach using a magnetic field in a 
range of strengths. 

JP '493 teaches a method for producing a silicon single crystal having a large 
diameter by the MCZ method without causin twisting. The crystal is pulled under 
rotation at > 0.4mm/min velocity (v1) of crystal growth and 0.628 x 104 - 1 .0 x 
104mm/min velocity (v2) of the peripheral part of the crystal while satisfying the relation 
of V2 < 3,72 x 1 04v 1 +4.35 x 1 04. However, in the absence of unobvious results, it 
would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to determine through routine 
experimentation the optimum, operable process parameters limitations (i.e. magnetic 
field fluctuations the meet the requirements of the instant invention and to ensure 
proper orientation. 

Expected beneficial results are evidence of obviousness, just as unexpected 
beneficial results are evidence of unobviousness. In re Novak 16 USPQ 2d 2041 (Fed. 
Cir., BPAI 1989); In re Hoffman 194 USPQ 126 (CCPA 1977); In re Skoll 187 USPQ 
481 (CCPA 1975); In re Skoner 186 USPQ 80 (CCPA 1975); In re Garshon 152 USPQ 
602 (CCPA 1967).
